You C an Pick Them A w ay Into Ooto* 
ber if Planted Right. 
That the strawberries are money 
makers is evidenced from this story 
from C. E. Fursels of Illinois, pub- 
Hailed in the Parmer. 
He says: “Grow them from plants 
set in tim spring in rows four feet 
apart and two to three feet apart in 
the row. 
They should be kept culti­ 
vated and hoed all through tile season 
until fail, when, if they do well, you 
should have a row fifteen to twenty 
indies w ide. 
“The ground should He got in a* 
asked j good shape as possible before start­ 
ing to mark tile rows. 
If the plot is 
in shape so you can check them so 
much Hie better. 
It saves quite a lit­ 
tle hoeing. 
You can cross cultivate 
them about twice before they start to 
throw out many runners.

“ We plant lorries iii t tie early fall 
eight to ten inches apart and put the 
rows three to five and a half feet 
apart because they do not throw out 
many runners. We begin picking them 
about February and March and ship in 
pint boxes in place of quarts, lu Flor­ 
ida they are set out iii double rows 
a I m nit ten indies apart, with about 
three feet between every two rows, 
which they keep cultivated. 
The soil 
is nothing but sand, and they mulch 
to keep them out of tile sand. 
I was 
there in January this year and saw 
some of them still covered, sud they 
were shipping ripe berries at the same 
time, getting 50 cents j>er quart at the 
station. 
They ship in thirty-two aud 
sixty-four quart refrigerators. If need 
oil and when empty they are returned 
to the shipper.

Tho proposed Canadian reciprocity 
treaty is being discussed by farmers 
everywhere—in granges, in farmers’ 
clubs, Iii grocery stores and postof­ 
fice. 
The agricultural press Is alm ost 
a unit against It, and the nation­ 
al grange legislative committee is the 
exponent of Hie sentiment of 
majority of the members of the Order 
in the active opiwislHon to the adoption 
of Hie treaty by congress. 
And yet 
here and there may be found w’ell in- 
; formed men ami agriculturists who 
! believe that a closer trade relation 
! with Canada will in the end work no 
serious injury to the American farin- 
j cr, a ml tile net result to the nation 
i will fie beneficial. 
One of these men 
' is George T. Powell, president of the 
I Agricultural Exjierts’ Association of 
New York, a gentleman whose obser 
Vat ions are nation wide and his sources 
J of information many and varied.

“How do you interpret agricultural 
I sentiment generally on this reciprocity 
quest Ion ?“ Mr. Powell was asked. 
Fanners and farmers' organizations 
are quite generally opt rosed to the rfttl- 
, boation of Hie treaty in its present

Well Informed farmers are not op­ 
posed to tin* principle of reciprocity, 
lint they are opposed to having their 
industry singled out upon which to try 
the ex|**riment of meeting couq»etltiou 
from some Canadian products, while 
Is-ing obliged to pay tile high cost for 
the articles they have to buy from pro­ 
tected manufacturers as well as tile 
high labor cost on the farm which 
they have to pay in competition with 
tin* protector! manufactures

ed for a promised policy for an equitn 
I Ho revision of tile tariff, which the 
party elected lins fat bn] to carry ont.

lie greatly benefited thereby V 
The surplus products of .\merlean 
farms have been of an export charac­ 
ter, the value of which has been deter­ 
mined and fixed iii the open markets 
of the world, and thinking farmers, 
especially in the west, have had their 
eyes opened to the delusion of a pro­ 
tective tariff U|s»n their products sold 
In competition with tile unprotected 
exporting nations of tile world. 
The 
American farmer has had to sell his 
exported surplus in competition with 
the cheap lalnir of tile world, while he 
has had to pay Hie manufacturers’ pro 
tooted high price labor scale on his 
farm and to meet comj-otltion in his 
home market from every section of his 
own country. 
To carry out to a log­ 
ical conclusion opposition to Canadian 
reciprocity eastern farmers long ago 
should have demanded that a protec­ 
tive tariff be set U|»on every bushel of 
wheat, corn aud oats and u|K>n every 
head of cattle, sheep, hogs and horse* 
shipped Into eastern markets from the 
cheap farms of the western states that 
for a third of a century were practical­ 
ly given away to Hie cheater laliorers 
of the world who immigrated to our 
country after Hie civil war. 
“You seem to take a broader view of 
this question than do the majority of 
farm ers. 
What are some of the rea­ 
sons for your position?" 
T h is reciprocity treaty with Canada 
is one of the most \ ital propositions, 
affecting the highest and best interests 
of bot ii tuitions.
